CAIRO (AP) — Tne Egyptian 


government reported today that 
Israeli artillery and tank fire 
killed 31 civilians and wounded 
58 during Monday's gun duel 
across the Suez Canal.

"A few banking institutions 


are in a position to exercise sig- 
nificant influence, and perhaps 
even control, over some of the 
largest business enterprises in 
the nation," he added. 


Main thrust of the study was 


its contention that banks' influ- 
ence is exerted largely through 
the estimated $607 billion assets 
which banks hold as trustees for 
pension funds, foundations, pri- 
vate trusts and other actual 
owners. 


More than 54 per cent of the 


total trust assets in the nation 
are held by 49 banks in 10 large 
cities, the subcommittee said. 


And these same 49 banks, it 


added, "hold a total of 768 inter- 
locking directorships with 286 of 
the 500 largest industrial corpo 
rations in the United states,"

Science "Grows" New Grass Anywhere 


"Remarkable new outdoor and indoor uses for the fantastic 


man-made grass created for the huge Houston Astrodome may 
sharply change sports and recreation facilities throughout Amer- 
ica." 


That prediction was made recently by John Hollister, research 


director at the Polyken Tape 
laboratories of the K e n d a l l 
Company at Harrington, Illin- 
ois. 


"As soon as p e o p l e learn 


about the new surfacing mater- 
ials, we will see changes to per- 
mit much more use of gymna- 
siums, athletic fields, stadia, 
r e c r e a t i o n areas, and golf 
courses," Hollister said. 
Year-Rpuncl Stadium Use 


The variety of uses for the 


new material are enormous, ac- 
cording to Hollister, w h o s o 
company developed a tape used 
to hold the underlayment to- 
gether. He cited the following 
example to dramatize his point: 


Because h e a v y rains often 


made the surface of the Held 
of Municipal Stadium in Seattle 
unplayable, the Held was paved 
with asphalt last September. It 
was then covered with thick 
s t r i p s of polyester padding, 
taped firmly together with a 
new wonder tope called Poly 
fcen 213, am} then covered with 
Astro Turf, the ftl o n s a n t o 
Chemical Company's artificial 
grass. 


The "grass", embedded in a 


thick foam r u b b e r backing, 
looks and feels like real grass, 
and is extremely d u r a b l e . 
Spikes or cleats can not tear or 
harm it. Traction is excellent 
even in rubber s o l e d shoes 
wUhout cleats. 


This was the first major out- 


door installation of the new ma- 
terials. Throughout the fall and 
winter season, Municipal Sta- 
dium has been used for football 
games by the Seattle Rainiers, 
a professional football team; by 
the University of Washington 
team for practice sessions, and 
by several Seattle high schools 
for their regular league games. 
The players love the new sur- 
face. So do groundkeepers; it 
requires no watering, seeding, 
sodding, c u t t i n g or upkeep 
other than occasional vacuum- 
cleaning.
